The most important resource in 
this group is the soil. Forests that have 
been lumbered off or burned can be 
replaced. Wild game that has been 
depleted can be brought back as is, 
evidenced by thefact that today there 
are more deer in the State of Penn- 
sylvania than there were 25 years ago. | 
But replacing the surface soil in our 
cultivated fields is another matter. It 
may take nature a thousand years to/| 
Produce an inch of top soil. Many 
times our farmers have allowed the! 
entire top soil in acultivated field to pe 
washed away in the short space of 15! 
or 20 years. Millions of acres of our | 
best agricultural land have been des- 
troyed by erosion since this country 
Started. We are using nearly all of 
our good agricultural land to produce 
crops at the present time. We have 
destroyed either partially or totally in 
the past two hundred years nearly as 
much soil as we now use to produce | 
our crops. It would seem logical, | 
therefore, that if erosion is allowed to 
go on during the next two centuries at | 
the same rate that has obtained dur- | 
ing the last two centuries, the Ameri- 
cans of the future are apt to be with- 
out a sufficient supply of food. | 


In Tripoli bordering the Mediterran- | 
ean sea, in China, in the country of the 
Mayan Indians of Central America, and 
in other lands, evidence is shown of! 
a past grandeur that has been lost be- 
cause their top soil washed away. The 
standard of living of a people varies 
according to the amount of top soil in| 
their cultivated fields. As the top soil | 
disappears, the standard of living 
drops. 


In determining how soil is to be ‘con- 
served, we must first make up. our 
minds as to the proper land use of 
that soil. Ordinarily we find the land 
divided into’ forest, pasture, and agri- 
cultural land. Some of our agricul- 
tural land that has lost practically all 
of its top soil should be put into per- 
manent pasture or planted to forest 
if proper land use principles are car- 
ried out 


For the control of erosion in our 
agricultural land in general, we need 
such things as contour cultivation, ba- | 
sin listing, crop rotations, fertilizing 
with commercial fertilizers and green | 
manure crops, and other good farm- 
Ing practices. In our orchards we have 
effective control by using either a per- ' 
manent cover crop or an annual cover | 
crop reinforced by annual ditches to} 
carry off the surplus water. Bean | 
land, or other general ! 
farming land can be controled by the‘ 
building of terraces, by listing, and by 
other controls mentioned above.
